Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 07/21/2005 has been entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fail to disclose and/or teach a machine for feeding 
containers to be processed by a processing unit that comprises in combination: an 
accumulation conveyor located upstream of the processing unit, a feeder conveyor 
which feeds containers to the accumulation conveyor, a first sensor adjacent the 
feeder conveyor for detecting a container, and a control unit; wherein the 
accumulation conveyor and the feeder conveyor are separately driven respectively 
by a first motor and a second motor, and wherein the control unit controls the first 
motor such that a desired gap is created between two adjacent containers on the 
accumulation conveyor, and such that the speed of the accumulation conveyor and 
of the feeder conveyor are equal during at least a partial handing over of the 
container from the feeder conveyor to the accumulation conveyor.
